AS THE SIX -A.- SIDE 
TOURNAMENT takes placo at 
King’s Park .noxt Sunday aofter- 
noon, the 21st, I shall explain the 
Rules for the benefit of umpires 
and players. ‘ : 


The game shall be played in 

accordance with tho usual Rules 

of Hockey, with the following 
exceptions: 


(1) The teama shall consist of six 
players ench, the formation of the 
team belng entirely . optional, ¢.g. 
woul keeper, two backs and three 
forwards, or kicking buck, two halves 
and three forwards, or any other 
arrangement desired. 


(2) The duration of the game 

* shall be two periods of six minutes 

each, with no interval, net more than 

one minute being allowed ‘for goal- 

keepers to chunye ends. The final 

shall be twa periods of ten minutes 
cach. with three minutes interval, 


NB. Teams shall be warned one 
ominute before the time for starting 
each yame. Any team not on the 
pliteh ready for thelr game at the 
time indiented in the programme will 
be disqualified. 


(3) Penalty bullles will not be 
awarded under any elrcumstances, 


(4) The’ usual offside rules 
shall apply with the substitution of 
two opponents for three. 


(5) The winners shall be the team 
scoring the greater number ‘of goals, 
or if these are equal, 


. (@) The team: having — the 
greater number of short corners 
awarded them, or if these are 
equal, . 


_(b) the team having the greater 
number of long corners awarded 
them,_or_if{_these_are_equal, 


(c) the result shall be decided 
by the position of the ball at the 
“full time’ whistle, ‘the team in 
whose half of the field the ball ts 
situated belng the losers. 


. NB. A goal scored as a result of 
a corner, automatically washes out 
that corner. 

As rule & (c) scems very unsatisfac- 
tory, [t may be completely cllminated 
by the Council of the ILK.ILA, this 
ovening, and a new one, which is not 
so drastic may be substituted.

“Assurance Of Victory” 


It is only natural that the Allies 
should = feel assured victory in 
thelr struggle against Nazi aggres~ 
sion.

In Britain, a pamphiet entitled

spread criticism in the English press, 
Its striking presentation of material 
intended to prove that Britain and 
France possess overwhelming super- 
fority In the military, naval, alr, and 
ccononile ficlds, hus arouscd protests 
from those who fecl that this sort of 
propayanda is more Likely to lead to 
perilous’ complacency than to that 
quietly watchful confidence which is 
a desirable part of public morale in 
wartime, ‘

As soon as the name of a 
prisoner Is received he is aent a 
parcel of warm clothing, boots, 
shoes, etc.,.mensurements being 
obtained from his relatives. 
Special parcels of medical com- 
forts are sent to all prisoners 
known to be ill or wounded. 


And also—how welcome this 
must be !—twice every week to 
every prisoner a 101b. parcel con- 
taining tinned foods such as 
beef, ham, brawn, margarine, 
herrings, puddings, and bread, 
as well as soap and other 
necessities is sent. 


Incidentally, there is a curious 
little sidelight on life in this. 
English prisoners in Germany 


find supplies of bread from home. 


most welcome. And German 
prisoners here particularly ask 
for bread from Germany. 
Neither likes the bread of the

All these parcels go through 
Balgium, are carried post free in 
both directions, and arc—when 
coming from the Red Cross— 
immune from Customs search, 


There js satisfactory evidence 
that .they are at present being 
regularly received by prisoners 
in Germany, the time taken ‘in 
trinsit being about eight days. 


Relatives in England of pri--

Officers Are Paid 


PRISONERS of war may 

not at present be sent 
money from home, but by_the 
international convention officer 
prisoners are paid by’ the Gov- 
ernment which imprisons them 
“the same pay as officers of cor- 
responding rank in the armed 
forees of that Government, pro- 
vided that. such pay does not 
exceed that to which they are 
entitled in the armed forces of 
the country in whose service 
they have been.” } 


The appropriate amounts aro 
now being regularly paid, appar- 
ently, both here and in Germany. 


Other ranks of. prisoners re- 
ceive no, pay in their prison 
camps, except for work done, 
which should be at the rate of 
about one shilling a day.

For civilian internees in Germany 
there’ is some hope, Litest Red 
Cross reports show that there are 
about 100 British subjects so interncd 
(nbout 2,000 being still at large, with 
restricted) Mberty).

Two Important Agreements 

Mr. Cordell Hull sald that he based 
his statement on two important 
agreements, one of which wns con- 
tained in the Notes exchanyed on 
November , 30, 1908, between the 
United States and Japan In which 
cach of the two governments stated 
that its polley was directed to the 
maintenance of the existing status 
quo in the region of the Paelfic 
Ocean. 

The other was contained in the 
Notes which the United States, the 
British Empire, France ond Japan 
had sent to the Netherlunds Govern- 
inent on February 3, 1922, Each of 
the four governments had declared 
that “it was firmly resolved to re- 
spect the rights of the Netherlands in 
relation to their insular possessions.” 

Respect For Rights 

Mr. Cordell Hull concluded: “All 
penceful nations during recent years 
have been earnestly urging, that poll- 
eles of force be abandoned and that 
pence be maintained on a basis of 
fundamental principles. Among them 
are the respect of every natlon for 
the right of other nations and non- 
intervention in their domestic affairs, 
according of equality, of far and just 
trentment and faithful observance of 
treaty pledges with modification 
thereof when needful by orderly 
processes, : 

“It In the constant hope of the 
Government of the United States—as 
it no doubt is that of all peacefully- 
Inclined governments—that the at- 
tltudes and policies of all govern- 
ments will be based. on these prin- 
clples and that these principles will 
be applied not only in every part of 
the Pucific but also every part of the 
world.”
